2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1, 2, and 1 1 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Naik (US 5.387,373). 

Naik teaches a stable aqueous detergent composition in liquid or gel form containing from 10 to 80% by weight of an 
active detergent mixture comprising primary alkyl sulphate in an amount of 15 to 75% by weight of the active detergent plus 
betaine and/or amine in an amount of 10 to 40% by weight of the active detergent mixture. See Abstract. Additionally, an alkyl 
ether sulphate surfactant having a CIO to C 18 primary or secondary alkyl group can be used in the composition. Note that. 
Examples 3 and 4 teach detergent compositions containing 48% and 50% water, respectively. See column 3, lines 10-25. 

Naik does not exemplify a composition as recited by the instant claims. 

It would have been obvious. to one of ordinary skill in the art to formulate an aqueous liquid detergent composition 
containing an alkyl alkoxy sulphate surfactant, an amine oxide surfactant and water in the specific proportions as recited by the 
instant claims since the broad teachings of Naik encompass aqueous liquid detergent compositions containing an alkyl alkoxy 
sulphate surfactant, an amine oxide surfactant and water in the specific proportions as recited by the instant claims. 

Claims 1, 2 and 11 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2) since the prior art fails to exemplify the composition as 
recited by the instant claims. 

Claims 1, 2 and 11 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4) because the invention as claimed has utility as dishwashing 
detergent.
